Capt. Jinks’ Safe 





One of the most daring robber- 
ies that we ever heard of was pull- 
ed off in Warngell last l'uesday 
night, when burgulars entered the 
store of Capt, Jinks and carried 
away the safe. 

The robberv was pulled off be- 
tween the hours of nine and ten 
o'clock while Capt, Jinks was tak- 
ing in the pictureshow. The rob- 
bery was a well planned affair as 
is shown by the fact that the back 
door, by which they entered the 
building, had been marked before 
hand with a lead pencil on the 
outside showing where the bolt 
was. The door was cut through 
with a pocket knite at the place 
marked, but besides pulling the 
bolt Capt. 
latch so that when the burgulars 
had cut through the door at the 
height of the bolt they had to tear 


Jinks had sprung the 


out the rest of the pannel to get 
the latch unfastened after which 
they opened the door and finished 
the job of carrying off the safe. 
Nothing else in the store was 
touched,

out about thirty feet to the water 
where it must of been placed in a 
row boat and carried away. 

When Capt. Jinks returned from 
the show a little after ten he no- 
ticed the back door was open so 
went to investigate and discovered 
that the safe was missing, he im- 
mediately reported to the authorit- 
ies and stated that two natives 
Alfred Lott and Paul Adams had 
acted very suspicious during the 
evening, and on his recommend- 
ation they were taken into custody 
and were given a hearing but as no 
evidence could be found againgt 
them they were discharged. 

There happened to be nothing 
of value in the safe as Capt. Jinks 
had forwarded his Cash that after- 
noon, leaving nothing in the safe 
except a watch, a finger ring, and 
a town warrent drawn to Tom 
Case. 

The robbers were indeed a cool 
bunch, as at the time of the rob- 
ery people were passing bick and 
forth 


along the street, a large
